14. (new) A method for the treatment of an FXR mediated disease or condition in a 
mammal comprising administering to a mammal suffering from an FXR mediated disease or 
condition a therapeutically effective amount of a compound according to claim 1 , wherein said FXR 
mediated disease or condition is selected from the group consisting of hypercholesteremia, 
hyperlipidemia, low HDL-cholesterol, and high triglycerides. 



15. (new) A method for the treatment of cardiovascular disease in a mammal comprising 
administering to a mammal suffering from a cardiovascular disease a therapeutically effective 
amount of a compound according to claim 1, wherein said cardiovascular disease is selected from 
the group consisting of artherosclerosis and hypercholesteremia. 



16. (new) The method according to claim 15, wherein said cardiovascular disease is 
artherosclerosis. 



17. (new) A method for increasing HDL cholesterol in a mammal, said method 
comprising administering to a mammal whose HDL cholesterol is to be increased a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound according to claim 1. 
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18. (new) A method for lowering triglycerides in a mammal, said method comprising 
administering to a mammal whose triglycerides are to be lowered a therapeutically effective amount 
of a compound according to claim 1 . 
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
